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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable, 

TflE  General  Assembly  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen: 

la  presenting  tlieir  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  ''  con- 
dition" of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Delinquents, 
its  Board  of  Managers  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  state, 
that  at  no  time  since  tlie  opening  of  the  Institution  has  it 
been  so  free  from  disease;  The  infirmary  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  has  been  without  a  patient,  and  at  this 
date,  there  is  not  a  single  case  requiring  medical  attendance. 
Endemic  opthalmia,  that  odium  of  all  public  institutions 
where  large  numbers  of  children  are  rongrngated,  has  entire- 
ly disappeared  for  the  present;  and  it  is  specially  worth 
mentioning,  that  not  a  single  deatli  has  occurred  among  the 
inmates  since  Marcli,  1804.  All  tliis  is  truly  an  object  of 
heartfelt  thankfulness,  and  with  the  sanitary  improvements 
that  have  already  been  and  will  continue  to  be  made  in  the 
House,  as  well  as  in  the  better  regulation  of  its  internal 
police,  the  hope  may  be  sanguinely  indulged  that  this 
happy  condition  will  remain  undiininislied  for  the  future. 
When  it  is  considered  that  tlie  Avliolc  number  of  inmntes 
during  the  year  was  five  hundred  and  seventy-six,  with 
a  daily  average  of  about  four  hundred  and  two,  the  board 
may  well  be  permitted  to  express  their  congratulations  at  so 
signally  marked  a  condition  of  healthfulness. 

The  whole  number  of  children  received  since  the  opening 
of  the  Refuge,  December,  1855,  is  1470,  of  whom  1245  were 
boys,  and  225  girls.  There  were  in  the  House,  December 
olst,  1804,  341  boys  and  50  girls;  and  at  the  same  date, 
]8li5,  304  boys  and  35  girls;  the  total  of  last  year  being  a 
slight  excess  over  tiiat  ol  the  preceding  })eriod. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  institution  will  be  seen  in 
de  ail  by  reference  to  the  annexed  annual  statement  of  the 


Treasurer.  The  estimates  for  general  maintenance  in  our 
last  report  were  acknowledged  to  have  been  loosely  calculat- 
ed, for  the  reason,  that  from  the  war  then  existing,  the 
sensitive  condition  of  money  values,  and  tlie  excessively  ad- 
vanced prices  of  every  article  of  subsistence,  clothing,  etc., 
nothing  more  than  an  approximate  sum  based  on  tlie  cost 
on  the  same  general  accounts  for  the  preceding  year  could 
be  made.  Since  then,  a  somewhat  ditferent  state  of  events 
has  taken  place,  but  although  there  has  been  a  restoration 
of  peace,  prices,  nevertheless,  still  remain  their  })revious 
advance,  and  from  present  indications  there  a})pears  but 
little  room  for  the  hope  that  there  will  be  any  amelioration 
during  the  current  year.  Our  wants  then  will  be  as  great 
as  heretofore,  and  our  estimates  will  be  made  accordingly. 
On  the  31st  December,  there  is  shown  to  have  been  a  cash 
balance  on  all  accounts  of  $3,052.22,  but  by  Statement  No. 
2,  the  true  sum  immediately  available  was  but  ^2,255.06 
with  which  to  commence  the  year's  exjienditures.  Besides 
this  sum,  however,  in  May  next,  we  will  liave  the  proceeds 
of  two  notes  of  the  City  remaining  unpaid  from  last  year's 
appropriation.  These  with  the  real  cash  balance  as  above, 
amount  to  $7,138.80,  and  to  this  add  the  State's  appropri- 
ation of  $15,000,  payable  in  quarterly  instalments  in  all  the 
year  of  18GG,  and  we  will  have  at  command  the  actual  sum 
of  $22,138.80.  Now,  the  amount  paid  as  per  Statement 
No.  1  of  the  Treasurer,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  House, 
insurance,  &c.,  was  $44,027.76;  from  this  deduct  the  sum 
already  available  as  above,  and  we  have  $21,888.96  as  our 
estimated  actual  deficiency.  But,  there  is  besides  this,  as 
shown  by  the  Superintendent's  books,  a  suspended  debt  re- 
maining unpaid  tor  current  expenses  of  last  year,  the  sura 
of  $4, 116. 26,  so  that  it  Avill  require  at  least  $25,000  for  the 
suj)]>ort  of  the  Refuge  for  the  current  year  over  its  existing 
available  resources.  It  is  true  that  we  have  an  item  of  in- 
come that  will  cover  all  contingents,  as  necessary  improve- 
ments and  other  incidentals  that  are  always  occurring  in 
siich  an  Institution  as  ours.  But  this  source  of  revenue  is 
extremely  uncertain,  and  dependent  u})on  so  many  circum- 
stances beyond  the  control  of  the  Board,  that  at  the  best, 
it  can  only  be  placed  as  a  conjectural  sum  in  the  margin  of 
our  estimate.  The  amount  received  during  the  past  year 
from  the  labor  of  the  boys  was  $7,851.67.  This  accrued 
from  the  employment  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  boys 
under  contracts.  How  long  these  last  may  continue,  it  is 
impossible  to  say.  The  compensation  lor  board  authorized 
by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  has  yielded  for  the  year  $1,481 
95.     Tliese  short  terms  of  residence  in  many  cases  operate 


well  for  the  recovery  of  the  child  in  its  first  errin^s.  The' 
evil  attendiiii^  the  pr.actice  is,  that  it  gives  the  parent  control 
over  the  cliiM's  release,  which  sometimes  is  inj  uliciously 
exercised  before  much  influence  for  effectual  j^ood  has  result- 
ed from  the  confinement.  It  relieves  the  Board,  however, 
from  much  imposition  in  the  way  of  gratuitous  support, 
wliere  there  is  ample  ability  to  make  a  just  compensatk)n  for 
the  expense  incurred  by  the  charge  taken  of  a  cliild  not  ac- 
tually criminally  delim^uent,  but  as  yet,  only  truaut  or  in- 
corrigible. 

It  has  long  been  a  most  desirable  object  to  add  another 
wing  to  the  main  or  central  building,  to  be  appropriated  en- 
tirely as  school-rooms,  shops  and  other  offices,  and  thus  con- 
fining the  present  wings  altogether  to  the  purpose  of  sleep- 
ing apartments.  If  carried  into  effect,  this  improvement 
will  largely  contribute  to  the  health  of  the  inmates  and  the 
better  order  and  convenience  of  the  Institution.  To  the 
necessity  of  this  enlargement  of  the  buikliug,  for  such  it  has 
imperatively  become,  the  Board  have  adverted  in  former  re-; 
ports.  It  is  again  referred  to  only  that  we  may  say,  that 
there  is  a  good  prospect  of  being  able  to  commence  the  work 
at  an  early  day,  or  as  soon  at  least,  as  the  present  extremely 
advanced  prices  of  labor  and  materials  shall  have  abated 
someuhat,  and  will  authorize  tlie  undertaking  with  due  res- 
pect to  an  economical  ex[)enditure  of  the  means  at  command. 
In  the  meantime,  the  funds  set  apart  for  the  work  are  not 
idle.  By  investments  of  legacies,  donations,  &c.,  long  since 
commenced  for  this  special  purpose,  and  a  like  investn-ent  of 
the  special  appropriations  of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  made 
by  the  >State  and  City,  last  year,  we  have  now  available 
(Treasurer's  Statements,  4  and  5)  the  sum  of  $16,607.18. 
A  building  committee  has  in  charge  the  obtaining  of  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates,  and  we  shall  thus  soon  learn  the 
cost  of  the  ])roposed  structure.  It  is  conjectured  that  at  least 
$30,600  will  be  rcijuired  for  its  completion.  Before  deciding 
upon  the  actual  commencement,  however,  the  Board  will 
cast  about  among  the  many  friends  of  the  Rel'uge  for  contri- 
butions to  make  up  the  deficiency  between  the  sum  at  com- 
mand and  that  actually  required.  It  is  not  doubted  that  the 
same  liberal  bestowments  will  be  secured  as  were  extended 
to  the  Institution  when  its  foundations  were  first  laid. 

What  remains  to  be  said  will  be  devoted  to  the  moral  con- 
dition of  the  Refuge.  Tlie  Babbath  services  in  the  ( .'hajjel 
are  statedly  obserued.  Conducted  by  pastors  of  various  de- 
nominations, and  in  the  most  catholic  spirit,  their  Bible 
teachings  are  always  acceptably  received  by  their  young  au- 
diences, and  doubtless,  with  a  profit  that  will  bring  for'th  its 
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good  fruit  in  tlie  future  liistorj  of  many  of  them.  When 
these  excellent  friends  shall  rest  from  their  labors,  their 
works  of  love,  we  trust,  will  follow  them. 

The  Sabbath  Schools  continue  in  regular  operation  under 
the  volunteer  instruction  of  a  corps  of  male  and  female  teach- 
ers from  the  city.  It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  make  our  grateful 
acknowledgments  yearly  for  the  valuable  services  of  these,  our 
earnest  co-laborers.  In  the  consciousness  of  their  good  deeds 
so  unselfishly  performed  they  will  find  their  best  reward. 

The  day  schools,  now  seven  in  number,  six  male  and  one 
female,  have  their  two  daily  sessions,  as  usual,  during  which 
the  children  receive  instruction  in  the  ordinary  branches  of 
a  plain  English  education,  although  in  school  No.  1  the  first 
class  of  some  twenty-five  boys  have  made  fair  progress  in 
algebra,  and  are  instructed  in  the  elements  of  natural  phi- 
losophy, in  which  they  take  great  interest,  but  are  much 
hindered  in  their  proficiency  from  the  want  of  illustrative 
apparatus.  All  the  education  which  some  of  these  boys  have 
received,  even  from  the  very  first  elements,  has  been  taugh 
to  them  in  the  Refuge.  Among  so  many  whose  general  an- 
tecedents have  been  truancy  and  vagrancy,  these  cases  of 
proficiency  a)'e  rather  exceptional,  but  not  to  so  great  a  de- 
gree as  may  be  by  some  supposed.  In  the  girls'  school  we 
have  always  noticed  a  larger  proportional  number  of  these 
proficients,  especially  in  the  higher  rules  of  arithmetic  and 
in  writing.  But  we  regret  to  say,  that  latterly  we  have  had 
to  encounter  an  obstacle  which  is  discouragingly  related  by 
the  girls'  teacher  in  her  apj^^nded  report.  This  evil  we 
li  now  not  how  to  remedy.  If  their  re-admittance  to  the  House 
oe  refused,  which  would  no  doubt  be  to  the  benefit  morally 
of  the  children  already  in  the  institution,  such  refusal  in  al- 
most every  case  would  only  be  to  cast  them  out  upon  the 
streets  to  their  ready  and  utter  ruin.  If  they  are  taken 
back,  then  their  influence  is  in  almost  every  case  most  mis- 
chievous. How  to  relieve  ourselves  from  the  dilemma  is  a 
problem  that  remains  to  be  solved. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  more  pains  is  not  taken  by 
those  to  wliom  children  have  been  indentured,  at  least  to 
prevent  a  retrograding  in  the  comparatively  little  school  in- 
struction which  we  have  been  able  to  inculcate  before  iheir 
leaving  the  House.  In  every  indenture  a  clause  is  inserted 
providing  for  at  least  one  quarter's  schooling  in  e.'ich  year 
during  ujijjrenticeship.  This,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  Ih  too  fVe- 
quenlly  neglected,  often  indeed  from  the  indisposition  of  thcj 
child  to  attend  school,  but  oftcner,  we  suspect,  fioni  the  par- 
simony of  the  master.     But  this  evil,  it  is  hoped,  will  have 


an  efficient  remedy  applied,  if  the  late  act  of  the  Legislature 
be  carried  iaitlif'uliy  into  effect;  tlic  first  section  of  the  sixth 
chapter  of  ■vvliicli  provides  that  all  youths  between  six  and 
nineteen  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  Iree  instruction,  and  the 
sixth  section  imposes  a  penalty  if  any  child  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  be  not  permitted  to  attend  some  public  or  pri- 
vate school  at  least  three  months  in  every  year. 

Music  is  still  made  a  prominent  object  in  our  system  of  in- 
struction. It  is  pleasant  to  notice  in  tlie  letters  of  the  child- 
ren who  have  left  the  House,  how  often  they  refer  to  their 
musical  acquireinent  witli  pride.  Some  speak  of  their  be- 
longing to  Church  choirs,  and  others  of  their  taking  parts  in 
the  home  circle  Avhere  music  is  cultivated  ;  while  others  ask 
for  their  "Oriola"  to  keep  tip  their  knowledge  of  the  tunes 
taught  them  while  inmates  ;  while  others  again  return  their 
hearty  thanks  to  i\Irs.  Lincoln  and  Professor  Deems  for  the 
instruction  received,  and  Avhich  tliey  discover  and  mention 
with  pardonable  egotism,  as  acquirements  in  which  they  meet 
•with  no  successful  rivals  of  their  own  age. 

The  performances  of  the  band  secured  for  them  invitations 
to  visit  Washington  and  Philadelphia,  at  which  places  they 
have  given  public  concerts  within  the  past  year.  Several  of 
its  members  who  had  left  the  House  obtained  situations  in 
military  bands — one  as  loader  during  the  late  war.  Our 
early  confidence  in  the  success  and  humanizing  infiiience  of 
music  as  a  j)art  of  the  system  of  education  in  a  reformatory 
School  has  in  no  way  been  disappointed. 

The  House  of  Refuge  is  still  under  the  superintendence  of 
Mr.  William  R.  Lincoln,  of  whose  administration  it  is  not 
necessary  tc  add  anything  to  our  former  acknowledgments 
of  the  many  (|ualities  lie  possesses  as  an  efficient  otHcer.  In 
the  perl'ormance  of  his  various  and  arduous  duties  he  has 
been  well  sustained  by  his  subordinates,  male  and  female. 
To  all,  the  Board  cheertuUy  award  their  thanks. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  may  be  permitted  to  add,  that 
during  tlie  ])ast  four  years,  and  amid  the  general  harass- 
ments,  a  doubt  of  their  ability  to  meet  the  increased  demandvS 
for  admittance  into  the  Refuge,  and  the  consequent  increased 
means  of  maintenance,  has  now  and  then  flitted  like  a  cloud- 
shadow  across  their  path.  Througli  the  liberal  bestowments 
of  the  State  Legislature  and  of  the  City  Council,  there  is 
abundant  reaann,  liowever,  ibr  thankfulness  that  all  has 
passed  olf  well,  and  their  ap])ropriate  work  of  jieaceful  benefi- 
cence has  been  performed  without  serious  hindrance,  and  at- 
tended by  no  diminution  of  confidence  in  the  utility  of  their 
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labors.  Encouraged,  then,  by  such  grftteful  manifestations, 
they  loolv  forward  with  strengthened  assurance  to  even  more 
propitious  results.  When  the  history  of  the  late  National 
derangement  in  social,  moral  and  political  affairs  shall  have 
redeemed  itself,  and  peace  shall  have  done  its  complete  work 
of  restoration,  scattering  from  beneath  its  wings  unnumbered 
blessings,  it  may  well  be  hoped,  that  al'ter  so  long  and  drea- 
ry a  winter  of  anxiety  and  desolation,  a  more  enduring  pros- 
perity will  burst  forth  as  the  seeds  of  the  earth  in  spring 
time,  and  yield  its  later  harvest  abundantly.  Then  may  we 
witift?ss  labor  equitably  repaid  for  its  toil,  and  industry  re- 
warded for  its  honest  enterprise.  But,  above  all,  may  we 
then  hope  to  feel  its  purifying  influence  upon  the  moral  at- 
mos[)here,  infusing  new  lite  into  every  practical  work  of  be- 
nevolence, and  added  vigor  and  earcestness  into  every  wise 
effort  for  the  diffusion  of  the  law  of  kindness,  for  the  regen- 
eration of  the  lost  and  the  brotherly  restraint  of  the  erring. 
In  the  accomplishment  of  such  results,  will  be  witnessed  too 
the  acceptance  of  the  great  truth,  that  man  is  indeed  his 
'•brother's  keeper;"  a  truth  which  will  find  its  best  illustra- 
tion in  the  kindly  reformation  of  the  young  delinquent  be- 
fore li  is  steps  shall  have  been  irretrievably  familiarized  to 
the  downward  path  of  ruin,  and  he  become  in  his  manhood 
an  outcast  upon  the  earth  with  the  curse  of  tlie  first  Cain  indel- 
libly  seaved  upon  his  ibrehead.  In  such  a  work  of  renovation, 
and  sustained  by  a  gratifying  retrospect  of  what  already  has 
been  done  within  the  sphere  of  their  special  duties,  the  Board 
may  wtdl  labor  on  with  renewed  confidence,  that  big  with 
the  best  results  the  future  will  bring  forth  its  fruits  more  and 
more  abundantly.

,  Of  the  54  boys  indentured,  39  Avere  to  farmers,  5  to  shoe- 
niahers,  2  to  tobacconists,  and  1  each  to  baker,  confectioner, 
bricklayer,  paper  box  maker,  blacksmith,  telegraph  operatoV, 
hjarness  maker  and  mariner.' 

Of  the  15  girls  indentured  14  were  to  housewifery'  and  1 
to  a  dress  maker.

To  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refufje: 

Gentlemen  : 

Duriii;:;  no  year  since  the  opening  of  the  House  in  De- 
cember, 1855,  for  the  admission  of  inmates,  has  it  been  so 
free  from  disease.  But  i'ew  cases  of  sickness  have  occurred, 
and  most  of  those  of  a  inikl  cliaracter.  Tbe  liospital  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  lias  been  empty.  At  ])re8ent  -we 
have  not  a  case  requiring  medical  attendance.  (.)[)tlialmia, 
which  bas  been  for  so  long  a  time  endemic,  lias  for  the  pre- 
sent, di.sap})eared. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  f  ^et  as  an  especial  cause 
for  congratulation  and  thankfulness,  that  there  has  not  been 
a  dentil  in  the  House  since  March,  18(54.  Every  i)recaution 
has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
House  for  the  prevention  of  cbidera,  should  that  dread 
scourge  visit  this  country.  On  this  subject  a  full  report,  I 
sujiposc,  will  be  made  you  by  the  committee  appointed  by 
you  for  this  purpose.

REPORT  OF  GIRLS'  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Scliod  and  Chapel  Committee  of  the  House  of  JRefuge: 

Gentlemen: 

At  tlie  commencement  of  another  year,  I  liave  the  lienor 
of  presenting  you  my  annual  report  of  the  school  under  my 
care. 

In  doing  Si~»,  candor  compels  mo  to  achnowledgc,  thai  the 
school  i>)  not  so  flouriahtng  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  my  last 
report. 

This  you  -will  readily  account  for  after  having  examined 
the  following  statistics: 

No.  in  atten  lance  January  1,  18G5 50 

"    admitted  during  the  year 20 

' '   returned ; 5

This  exhihit  shows  tiiat  a  large. proportion  of  tliose  who 
were  in  the  House  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  liavo 
left  us  ;  and  as  you  are  aware  that  in  putting  out  girls,  we 
select  those  whose  mental  and  moral  (jiialificalions  stand  the 
fairest,  you  will  not  he  surprised  at  the  fact  1  Inive  st;ited. 

Of  the  35  now  in  the  school,  all  can  read  with  nmre  or  less 
fluency  ;  o2  write  in  co])ies  ;  20  are  taught  arithmetic  ;  17 
study  geography,  and  3  study  grammar. 

For  the  atiainment-s  of  tlio.ve  received  and  discliargel,  I  re- 
fer you  to  Tahle  'J,  yuperintendent's  report. 

We  feel,  however,  tliat  there  is  another  cause  l)esi(les  the 
one  we  have  referred  to  that  has  heen  rather  unfavorahle  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  School  -it  is  the  fr(Mi('tit  return  of 
large  girls  to  the  Institution.  Sucli  are  generally  reckless, 
unwilling  to  he  cfnitiolled,  or  to  conform  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  for  t'nc  proper  management  ami  discip- 
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line  of  the  House,  and  exercise  a  decidedly  Ind  infl-ience  in 
almost  every  respect  over  the  younger  children. 

Is'either  moral  tsuai^iori,  nor  liarsTi  mea.-<ures  seem  of  any 
avail  in  lluir  case.  True,  ours  is  a  reformatory,  and  it  is 
our  duty,  and  our  jtrivile^e  also  by  the  Divine  blessings,  to 
be  instrun)ental  ia  reclaiming  and  reforming  tlie  erring,  yet 
the  question  has  often  arisen  in  our  mind  during  the  past 
year,  does  not  the  admission  and  the  retaining  of  such  girls 
retard,  rather  than  forward  this  great  work  ? 

We  liave  sometimes  felt  disheartened  when  we  consider 
how  little  good  was  efft^cted,  compared  with  what  we  thought 
ought  to  be,-  and  desired  to  see  accomplished,  (and  have 
thought  too  perhaps  the  fault  was  in  us,)  yet  it  may  be  that 
we  have  been  as  successful  as  could  be  expected,  considering 
the  natures  we  have  had  to  deal  with.  In  some  now  with  us, 
a  decided  im})r()vement  is  visible,  both  mental  and  moral, 
and  occasionally  we  are  surprised  to  ffnd  we  have  succeeded 
in  reaching  the  heart  and  producing  for  tlie  time  better  feel- 
ings in  souie  of  the  most  hopeless  and  reckless.  Most  of  the 
letters  we  have  received  from,  and  concerning  those  who  have 
left  us,  are  exceedingly  encouraging.  Some  have  already 
made  a  profession  of  religion,  others  are  anxiously  concerned 
about  the  "one  thing  needful,''  while  nearly  all  bid  fair  to 
become  useful  and  r(^spectable  women. 

Thus  as  we  enter  upon  a  new  year  Ave  are  encouraged  to 
renewed  and  more  persevering  efforts,  relying  not  on  our 
own  strength,  which  we  are  daily  made  to  feel  is  but  ''per- 
fect weakness,"  but  ever  looking  for  wisdom  and  guidance 
unto  Him,  whose  promise  is  "As;c  and  ye  sliall  receive," 
and  wliose  favor  alone  we  feel  can  secure  us  the  blessings  we 
so  earnestly  desire. 

Our  l^abhath  School  has  been  continued  with  reasonable 
success  under  the  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Knowles,  for 
whom  we  are  happy  to  say  the  children  entertain  feelings  of 
affection  and  respect.  She  has  our  hearty  and  sincere  thanks 
for  the  interest  s!ie  has  ever  manifested  in  the  religious  train- 
ing of  our  charge. 

Many  precious  passages  of  scripture,  both  in  the  Psalms 
and  New  Testament,  have  been  committed  to  memory  by  the 
children,  and  thus  treasured  up  in  their  hearts  must  have  an 
influrnce  for  good,  for  "my  word  shall  not  return  unto  me 
void,  '  saith  the  L')r{], 

Li  closing  this  report  it  is  witli  more  than  mere  formality, 
I  return  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Lincoln  for  his  valuable  advice 
and  suggestions,  the  cheerfulness  with  which  he  has  ever  re- 
s]ionded  to  our  many  calls  upon  his  time  and  patience,  and 
his  liearty  and  efficient  co-operation  in  all  our  plans. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  I  feel  exceedingly  grateful  for 
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their  uniform  kindness  and  confidence,  and  for  tlie  forbear- 
ance they  have  constantly  exercised  toward  my  delincxuen- 
cies  and  short-comings.

In  regard  to  W.  A.,  I  must  say  tliat  Lis  whole  course  of 
conduct  during  the  past  j'ear  has  been  a  source  of  much 
pleasure  and  gratification  to  not  only  myself,  but  also  to  all 
with  whom  he  has  been  thrown  in  contact,  lie  has  received 
one-quarter's  schooling  at  a  good  school,  and  was  required  to 
attend  Sabbath  school,  but  owing  to  a  A'^ery  decided  antipathy 
on  his  part  to  mixing  Avith  or  forming  any  acquaintances,  in 
the  judgment  of  myself  and  family  it  vras  tliought  that  he 
slionld  not  be  forced  or  required  to  do  what  seemed  more  a 
trial  than  a  pleasure.
